ROME, Aug. 2 (AP).—The Ital- 
fan high command reported today 
that Italian air bombardment of 4 
British naval squadron south of 
Formentera, in the Baleares 
Islands, had set afire a battle- 
ship and scored hits on several 
other warships, despite intense anti- 
aircraft fire. 

Stefani, Italian news agency, said 
the British warships, some of them 
having the last of Gibraltar’s civil- 
ian population aboard, had left Gib- 
raltar suddenly, apparently in fear 
of Italian bombings. 

Formentera is about 425 miles 
east and slightly north of Gibral- 
tar. 

The high command said the at- 
tack Was made on two battleships, 
two aircraft carriers and a number 
of smaller vessels coming from Gi- 
braltar. It said one Italian plane 
failed to return. . 

Sinking of Submarine. 

It also reported the British 1500- 
ton submarine Oswald bad been 
rammed and then torpedoed and 
sunk in the middle Ionian Sea last 
night by the Italian destroyer Ugo- 
lino Vivaldi. 

The destroyer picked up 52 mem- 
bers of the crew of 55, including 
‘Capt. David Fraser, the com- 
munique said. 

Italian forces have occupied Da- 
bel, 27 miles south of Moyale in 
Kenya Colony, it was announced 
after a strong counterattack by 
the British was repulsed. 

Eight British armored cars were 
destroyed by aerial bombardment in 
the Kassala (Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan) zone and their crews were 
machine-gunned, the high command 
said.

REPORT BY BRITISH — 
ON AFRICAN RAIDS 


CATRO, Egypt, Aug. 2 (AP).—The 
Royal Air Force announced today 
a raid on an Italian ammunition 
dump near Bardia, Libya. Plane 
crews reported seeing flames and 
smoke caused by their bombard- 
ment from a distance of 40 miles. 

The communique said: 

“A highly successful raid was 
carried out by bombing aircraft of 
the Royal Air Force on a large 
ammunition dump near’ Bardia, 
Eastern Libya port, yesterday. 

“Flames and columns of smoke 
still were visible when our aircraft 
were 40 miles away on the home- 
ward journey. We suffered no cas- 
ualties. 

“An enemy raid on Port Sudan, 
was unsuccessful. 

“Our fighters encountered a Ca- 
proni bomber, over the Ethiopian 
border. After a short engagement, 
the bomber was shot down. 

“A small formation attacked the 
‘Accico oil refinery near Massawa. 
Direct hits were registered. As a 
result, a petrol fire was started and 
emoke was seen 50 miles away.” 

“The airdrome and hangars at 
‘Asmara were attacked by another 
formation of R. A. F. bombers, One 
hangar was demolished and another 
severly damaged. There also were 
a number of direct hits on store 
buildings. All our aircraft returned 
safely. 

“A further raid was carried out on 
Gura despite low clouds making 
accurate bombing difficult. Direct 
hits were registered on airdrome 
buildings, causing several fires. 

“During two raids on Chinele 
(Ethiopia), the result of which is 
not yet known, our bombers were 
engaged by enemy fighters. One of 
the latter is believed destroyed. 
One of our bombers was compelled 
to make a forced landing in enemy 
territory. 

“On the return journey from 
the raids on Chinele, our bombers 
sighted three enemy bombers, S81's, 
attacking Zeila (British Somaliland).

SOVIET EXPANSION 
ADDS 23,000 000 
10 POPULATION 


So Molotov Tells Parlia- 


ment — 13th Republic 
Created From Part of 
Ceded Territory. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 2 (AP). — The 
Supreme Soviet (parliament) turned 
today to formal union with Soviet 
Russia of the Baltic states and of 
territory ceded by Rumania—which 
Premier-Foreign Commissar Molo- 
tov said would give the Soviet 
Union the “powerfu! voice” of more 
than 193,000,000 people. 

The boreers of expanded Russia 
will reach to the Baltic coast, giv- 
ing it important ice-free ports, and 
to the Danube River, one of the 


most important European commer- 
cial routes. 

The Supreme Council of the par- 
liament unanimously adopted a 
resolution creating the Moldavian 
Union Republic, in which is in- 
corporated the larger part of Bes- 
Sarabia, recently obtained from 
Rumania. 

This thirteenth member of the 
U. S. S. R. is made up of most of 
the old autonomous Moldavian re- 
public, previously a part of the 
Ukraine, plus the newly acquired 
territory. 

The council voted the rest of 
Moldavia and Bessarabia, as well as 
northern Bucovina, part of the 
Ukrainian republic. 

Joseph Stalin and other. high- 
fanking Soviet leaders attended 
the session. The next meeting will 
be tomorrow afternoon. 

Gain of 23,000,000. 

Successful foreign policy, Molo- 
tov asserted yesterday, thus has 
“brought about considerable expan- 
sion of our territory and multiplied 
the forces of the Soviet Union.” 

In less than a year, the U.S. S.R. 
has added more than 23,000,000 per- 
sons, he said. The 1939 census list- 
ed 170,400,000 inhabitants, as com- 
pared with the pre-World War fig- 
ures placing Czarist Russia’s pop- 
ulation at 140,000,000 to 183,000,000. 

Since last fall, the Soviet has ac- 
quired part of Poland through joint 
partition with Germany; part of 
Finland in settlement of the Rus- 
sian-Finnish war; the Baltic states 
of Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania, 
whose new Communist govern- 
ments asked for union with Rus- 
sia; and the provinces of Bessara- 
bia and Northern Bucovina, ceded 
by Rumania last June 27. 

Nineteen-twentieths of the popu- 
lation of these areas formerly 
formed part of Russia, Molotov 
said, “but had been forcibly torn 
from the U. S. S. R. by Western

life term for murder: one was mur- 
dered and the sixth has never been 
caught. Only one of the defend- 
ants had been convicted when An- 
derson was the victim of a murder- 
ous assault which crippled him for 
some time. When the Supreme 
Court of Missouri upheld Davit’s 
murder conviction in December, 
1932, , criticised severely Ander- 
son’s afgument to the jury charg- 
ing that a defense alibi had been 
“framed” by the late Verne R. C. 
Lacy, lawyer, and attacking testi- 
mony of a defense alibi witness. 


Anderson, who brought about a 
grand jury investigation of the for- 
mer management of County Hos- 
pital, was for a time president of 
the Missouri Crime Prevention Bu- 
reau.

Russian Defenses. 


When this correspondent tried to 
learn something about the Red 
army in Russia three years ago,; 
he was impressed by the lack of 
equipment and of trained officers. 
But the Red command recognized 
this weakness. It did not even try 
to move vast armies about in ma- 
neuvers which its officers could 
neither understand nor direct. It 
built its defense around the collec. 
tive farms, turning them into inde- 
pendent, self-supporting forts. 


But the German armored column 
can play havoc with this type of 
defense. It can run right through 
it. Today, however, there is less 
fear of bands slipping through to 
harry communications. That is the 
advantage of the machine gun and 
the handgrenade which the totali- 
tarian Powers perfected in Spain.

Had there been no doubt that 
Russia might be invaded, Stalin 
must have been tempted during the 
recent hectic weeks to have made 
some move beyond the occupation 
of the Baltic states and Bessarabia.

When victory hfs been assured, 
they will make every effort to in- 
sure that peace will be made and 
administered in an enlightened way 
and with their own full participa- 
tion. 

Already they are beginning to 
form some definite ideas of what 
must happen during the final stages 
of the war, during the period imme- 
diately following the armistice, 
and during the “long haul” which 
will ensue.

Yesterday England announced the 
loss of a twenty-ninth destroyer. 
Its situation with regard to these 
small, fast ships, the only perfect 
antidote to the submarine, is rap- 
idly becoming serious. For every 
destroyer sent to the bottom, three 
or four at least, must suffer partial 
damage from air bombs. It would 
be surprising if less than 30 or 40 
such ships were laid up in dock for 
repairs. England had only 179 when 
the war started. It has probably 
completed as many as 25 or 30 
Since the beginning of the conflict, 
or about enough to make good the 
losses suffered thus far. 

But many of the dockyards where 
destroyers are built are in the re- 
gion which is now suffering most 
heavily from German bombings. 
The replacement rate is not likely 
to increase, at least during the next 
month. During the World War it 
took something like 700 Allied de- 
stroyers to beat the German subma- 
rines. Now there are about 175 
British destroyers trying to do the 
same task. 

This makes the British destroyer 
losses by far the most dangerous 
that she has suffered so far.

BUENOS AIRES; Aug. 2 (AP).— 
The German Embassy has ques- 
tioned the propriety of the Argen- 
tine federal police. investigation 
into reported Nazi activities in the 
northern provinces and is said to 
have demanded return of swastika 
flags and pictures of Adolf Hitler 
seized from German sympathizers, 
it was disclosed yesterday. 

At the same time the newspaper 
Critica carried a dispatch from the

A Foreign Office spokesman said

News of the Day.

Those following the motors 
seemed pleased with the fall out- 
look for this industry.

“Unfavorable weather conditions caused 
the deferment of some buyer trips to cen- 
tral markets and, except in a few cities 
staging market events, new fall business 
was smaller than a week ago. 
“Buyer sentiment indicates a healthy 
stock condition for most retailers, the 
spurt in sales during the past few weeks 
having enabled them to finish the season 
with low inventories despite the spottiness 
of the beginning of the summer period.”

y's Skin 
ODERN mothers are instruct- 
Me by leading pediatricians 
that children should get sun 
very early in life. Gone are the 
old-fashioned swaddling clothes 
which kept air and sun from a ba- 
by’s body. Now a baby is gradual- 
ly exposed to the sun’s rays until 
he can lie nude beneath them for 
as long as an hour, providing his 
skin has been conditioned and the 
sun is not too hot. 

These sun baths are healthful, 
and every child should have them 
providing the necessary precau- 
tions are taken. Your physician 
will advise you how soon after 
birth your child may safely be 
exposed to the sun for a few min- 
utes. Each week you may increase 
the time a bit, and from the very 
first sun bath his tender, young 
skin must be carefully anointed 
with a protective cream or oil.

Olive oil is a good conditioner 
for new babies, but as the child 
grows older into his second year, 
you will discover that one of the 
prepared sun creams or oils serve 
more efficaciously. But select one 
carefully for some of the commer- 
cial sunburn  preventives are 
too strong for young skins.

Remember what 
it used to mean when you were 4

and warming, but incredibly limited 
when viewed from the wide hori- 
zons of today. 

It went as far as your mother’s 
church ... your dad’s lodge... 
the young people’s society on Sun- 
day nights . . . the annual school 
picnic and graduation day ... 
your first beau or sweetheart... 
your first “store boughten” fishing 
tackle and sprigged dimity dress. 
Sometimes it widened, that private 
life, on to sudden glimpses of ter- 
ror, glory or delight.

Advantage of | 
Playing Games 


For Exercise

HE advantage of exercise in 

the form of games is not alone 

that it develops the muscles 
of the body. They get you out in 
the open air, they develop the eye, 
the ear, the equilibrium, the poise 
of the body—the senses and com- 
plicated nervous reactions as well 
as the muscles. 

More they have psychological 
effect. You can’t play any games 
I know about unless you concen 
trate, and that means you forget 
your business, your domestic wor- 
ries, your girl, your dyspepsia and 
the war. When King James got in 
trouble with the new game of 
“gowff,” about 1457, because his 
ball got in a hole, and decided he 
would lick the game, he was lost 
to the Scottish people and their 
interests—some say forever. 


Golf and tennis are antagonistic 
sports. The tennis player must 
keep his eye on the ball in flight. 
The golfer keeps his eye on the 
ball—at least theoretically—while 
it is lying on the ground in front 
of him. When it takes flight—if 
it does—he is taught, in fact 
begged, not to watch it but to 
keep looking at the place where it 
was. 


It is advisable, therefore, not to 
try to play both games at the same 
time. Few athletes have concentra- 
tion enough to play both well. This 
is a good thing in age differences. 
I am speaking now of the average 
not the professional athlete: I know 
the Scotch verdict, the one about 
the tyke who started golf too old— 
he was four when he began. Over 
45 if you really like tennis you 
needn’t stop playing it, but play, 
for recreation not competition.

We are asked for information on 
a book which will describe the dif- 
ferent muscles of the body, the idea 


+ being to be able to develop the prop- 


er ones for the sport in question. 
“An Anatomical Analysis of 
Sports,” by Gertrude Hawley (A. 8S, 
Barnes, 1940), fills the bill for this 
kind of informaticn. It describes 
the joints and muscles used in base- 
ball, basketball, horseback riding, 
golf, swimming, tennis, skating and 
track athletics. 


Whether the idea that certain 
groups of muscles should be devel- 
oped for any particular sport is, 
however, debatable both from the 
viewpoint of physiology and with 
the idea of becoming expert in the 
sport. The value of such exercises 
and games as have been mentioned 
above is that they develop the whole 
body—all the muscles, In this they 
differ from the monotonous bed- 
room exercises, which develop only 
the arms, shoulders, legs, abdomen, 
etc. If the tennis or golf aspirant 
decides td develop one set of mus- 
cles he may become muscle bound 
and spoil rather than improve his 
game.

THE STREET MAIL BOX 


It is Aug. 2, 1858. 

Many things are happening every- 
where. 

The Civil War is about ready to 
tear our country apart; France and 
England are concluding a treaty 
with China, opening its interior to 
European trade; Sardinia and Aus- 
tria are making passes at each 
other; the first Atlantic cable is 
within three days of being success- 
fully laid. But if you want to mail 
a letter anywhere in the United 
States of America you have to take 
it to the postoffice! 

Except in Boston; for in Boston, 
on Aug. 2, 1858, there were set up 
street boxes! Two by four’s into 
which letters could be dropped for 
later collection by the postman! 

And five years later the millen- 
fum had arrived, for in 1863, in- 
stead of having to go to the post- 
office to obtain your mail, in larger 
cities, it was delivered to the home 
or office of the adressee.

late. 

The heart was gone out of an 
army that had been ready to 
spring; and only aie remnant 
paraded on the fatal morning when 
the visionaries at last set out on 
their brief pilgrimage to the 
grave. 

One of the remnant was Michael 
Collins, a thick-set playboy with 
a wing of black hair tumbling 
over his brow, almost unknown, but 
destined to learn that day and in 
the few days that intervened before 
Padraic Pearse handed in his 
sword that not thus must Ireland 
be fought for. Not with proclama- 
tions and the pretense of uni- 
formed might.

stealthy march at night of two or 
three; no more parades save the 
parade of the faithful few render- 
ing account in secret; no more uni- 
forms save the pulled-down brim 
of the black felt hat and the uni- 
form steel of eyes that looked 
along the barrels of trusty guns.
